Becker of Polk County to require the 
lobbyists to register In accordance with 


law. 

The resolution calied on the epnioaee 
and Attorney-Gencral to enforce the 
anti-lobby iaw enacted in i897. The mo- 
tion to adopt the resolution was opposed 
by Representative Fulbright of Ripley 
County, Speaker pro tem.. Representa- 
tive Simpson of Lewis County and Rep- 
resentative Erman of St. Louls. On 
Erman’s moticn the resolution was laid 
on the table. This virtually xilled it. 


Rallroad Lobby Active. 


Becker's resolution charged that ‘“Jef- 
ferson City is now infested with a 
great host of railway locbbyiste, ranging 
from lawyers to railway general man 
‘agers and ex-members of the General 
Assembly, seeking to mold legislation in 
their behalf; and thai nearly every 
measure before the Forty-eighth Gen- 
éral Assembly that proposes to remedy 
some existing evil for the general pub- 
lic is being opposed by one or more 
Jobbyists.”" + 

Becker declared that nearly every 
member of the Legislature had been 
mpproached by the representatives of 
the railroads and urged to support their 
demands for increased rates or to op- 
' pose measures to which they were op- 
posed. 

He said that not one of the représen- 
tatives of the railroads had registered 
ir the office of the Secretary of State 
and that they wenbidey be compelled to 
register. « 

Only 33 ieniiees of the House sup- 
ported the resolution on the vote, while 
6’ opposed it. 


Lobhy Most Active Since 1907. 


The Capitol at this session of the 
Legislature has had a larger crowd of 
men advocating or opposing legislation 
than at any time since the passage of 
the famous anti- lobby law in 1907. 

Their appearance has demonstrated 
that the law has failed in its object, 
which was to prevent the long custom 
of representatives of special interests 
lobbying with members of the Legisla- 
ture. This vear there has been the old 
system of dinners, drinks and private 
conferences in locked hotel rooms. 

The anti-lobby law required that every 
person who for compensation opposed 
suipectiy or indirectly the passage of 
- any bill should register in the “record 
cf legislative appearances’’ in the office 
of the @ecretary of: State, giving his 
name, by whom employed and a brief 
description of the legislation in which 
he was intérested. 


Failure to so register subjects the per- 
#9n to imprisonment of from 10 days to 
1% months and a fine of from $100 to $500. 

Aithough Jefferson City has been 
crowded with persons who would come 
tinder the law, not one prusecution has 
leen started, [ho register contains the 
names of 34 persons, nearly all of whom 
are representatives of labor organiza- 
tions or civic organizations. 


Some Who Did Not Régister. 

It does not contain the name of one 
railroad representative and only a few 
persons who are interested in insur- 
ance legislation.

ROBBING SAME 
SAFE 4 TIMES 


Former Driver for Feed Com- 
pany, Arrested by Watchman, 


Tells Story, Faints. 

The rays of a flashlight carried by 
Private Watchman A. T. Jacobs#%e- 
vealed a burglar tampering with the 
safe in the office of the J. R. Lacy & 
Co. feed store, 2919 North Broadway, at 
7 o’clock last night. The burglar jumped 
‘up and ran into the store. The watch- 
man ordered him to halt and when he 
continued, fired two shots at him. The 
burglar surrendered. 

At 10 o'clock last night, while the 
burglar was making a confession to the 
police at the North Market Street Sta- 
tion, he collapsed and had to be taken 
to the central dispensary for treatment. 
He said his experience in the feed store 
had unnerved him. 

After describing himself as Albert 
Blaw, % years old, an iron worker, liv- 
ing at 2609 North Ninth street, he ad- 
mitted having robbed the feed coin- 
pany’s safe four times. 

Jan. 19 the combination of the safe 
was worked and $25 was taken. The 
following night $33 was taken. Lacy, 
the head of the concern, changed the 
locks on the door and had a new combi- 
nation put on the safe. Two patrolmen 
were concealed in the office nightly for 
a week but the robber did not return. 

A week ago, after the police detail 
had been withdrawn, the robber again 
appeared, broke the locks on the office 
door and tampered with the safe but 
failed to open it. Lacy then engaged 
Jacobs as a night watchman. 

He said he formerly was employed as 
a driver by Lacy and while working 
around the office learned the combina- 
tion of the safe.

NEW METHOD OF TREATMENT 
OF TETANUS AMONG SOLDIERS 


Rockefeller Institute Discovery and 
Respiratory Machine Given 
to Europe. 

NEW YORK, Feb. %.—Announcement 
was made today on behalf of the Rocke 
feller Institute of the invention of an 
opparatus and the discovery of a new 
method of treatment designed to reduce 
the mortality from tetanus among sol- 
diers wounded on European battlefields. 
Twenty-five of the apparatus, it was 
said, had already been sent to Europe 
Ly the institute for use on the battle- 
field and patents to the invention had 
heen thrown open so that whoever 
wished might manufacture and use it. : 

The institute’s investigators have 
found, it was stated, that most of the 
Geaths among wounded men are due to 
tetanus. 

An injection. of a solution containing 
epsom salts into the membranes of the 
spinal cord is a part of the method, it is 
announced. To Dr. F, J. Metszer of the 
institute is given credit for the new 
rian. The belief is expressed that with 
this treatment and the use of the new 
npparatus—which is designed to aid in 
artificial respiration—many more lives 
will be saved.

Downing held the revolver 
Cunningham's back and marched hirn 
five blo*ks to the Downing hume.

Dismissed Chief Engineer Says 
E. A. Raithel Borrowed $50 
for Primary Campaign Use.

J.. A. Whitlow, chief engineer for the 
Board of Education, who has been no- 
tified of his dismissal, effective March 
l, filed suit vesterday against Edward 
A. Raithel, member of the board, *») 


collect $50, which ne a'tieges Raithel 
borrowed from him July 21. Raithel, he 
avers, explained that the money was to 
pay for the insertion of a political ad- 
vertisement in newspapers while Raithel 
was a candidate in tne Democratic pri- 
mary for nomination for Judge of the 
Circuit Court. 

Whitlow said Raithal promised to 
repay the money tne following week. 
He said he gave Raithel a check for 
$59 when Raithel told him that he must 
pay in advance for tne political adver- 
tisement, and did not have the ready 
cash. Suit was filed in Justice Grass- 
muck’s court by E. A. B. Krech, attor- 
ney for Whitlow. 

Whitlow’s dismissal, for which Buili- 
ing Commissioner M. R. Milligan has 
declined to give him an explanation, 
according to his statement, was pre- 
dicted by representatives of labor unions 
shortly before Milligan acted. The union 
men gave him a “friendly warning,’ 
Whitlow said, that a member of the 
Board of Education had assured them 
that Whitlow would be removed “be- 
fore the spring election.”’ 

At the same time Milligan gave si) 
days’ notice of dismissal to N. CC. Mann, 
superintendent of electrical work. Whit- 
low and Mann are engineer graduates 
of the University of Missouri. 

Trouble Over Plumbing Bid. 

Whitlow was acting Commissioner of 
Buildings for the board from March un- 
til October, last year, and was a candi- 
date for that office at the time Com- 
missioner Milligan was elected. Whit- 
low refused, while acting commissioner, 
to recommend the acceptance of a 
plumbing bid on school work by the 
Hanley-Casey company, a union firm, 
cver a bid $600 lower by the Gallaher 
Plumbing Co., a nonunion concern. Not- 
withstanding Whitlow’s recommenda- 
tion, the board voted 9 to 3 to award 
ithe contract to the Hanley-Casey com- 
pany. The three dissenting members 
announced that they would attempt to 
have the legality of the action tested 
11) court and an injunction suit, filed by 
a nonresident on behalf of the Galla- 
her company, is now pending in the 
United States District Court. 

Whitlow also refused, while acting 
commissioner, he told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter today, to recommend that rnore 
than $400 be allowed the O’Brien Boiler 
Co. for the construction of a concrete 
boiler pit in a public school. The boil- 
er company claimed that the pit con- 
struction was extra work, but Whitlow 
advised the School Board that it was 
clearly specified in the contract. Com- 
misioner Milligan and the Building 
Committee of the School Board have 
since overruled Whitlow and recom- 
mended an allowance to the boiler 
company. 

An electrical worker dismissed by 
Mann for inefficiency and insubordina- 
tion was reinstated by Milligan after 
Raithel asked that the discharged man 
be rehired, according to Whitlow. 

Commissioner Milligan said the dis- 
missal of Whitlow and Mann was ‘‘for 
the good of the service’’ and was in- 
cidental to a change of administration. 
He said there were no charges or com- 
plaints against either of the dismissed 
men.

He has been out of work most 
of the time since they were married, 
Jan. 18, he says, but his father ig will- 
ing to take care of them and had made 
arrangements to buy the bride an out- 
fit of ¢lothing when she ran away. 

Mrs. Barnett and Mrs. Vance were re- 
leased last night on common law bonds. 
Their brothers are held. Evidence in 
the hands of the police is to be present- 
ed to the grand jury today. 

Jewelry and clothing and other articles 
found in their rooms have been identi- 
fied as having been stolen from the 
homes of William J. O'Connor, 3221 
St. Louls avenue, and Dr. Henry de 
Long, 222 Dayton street, which were 
entered Tuesday night. Remmer de 
Long has been identified as the youth 
who roomed at the home of Mrs. Sam- 
uel Rosenberg, 283% Dayton street, three 
weeks and disappeared the same day 
that clothing and jewelry valued at $3w 
were missed by other roomers. 

Leonard de Long is an ex-convici.

IN 11S MIDST 


Residents Threaten to Invoke 
Legal Restrictions Against

They told him he mustn't keep 
the jitney car tn the garage behind his 
residence, or they would invoke legal 
restrictions, which forbid the housing 
cf business vehicles in the district. 

Herr has not put the matter to a test 
yet, for the reason that his car at pres- 
ent is out of commission and in a re- 
pair shop. “3usiness was so brisk in the 
three days in which he ran the Hine 
that his engine burned © ut. 

The same thing befell a competitor, 
Cscar H. Jacobsmever, yesterday, on the 
first day in. which he attempted to run 
a similar service. His engine went out 
of business after six trips and is now 
being fixed.

Engine troubles and realty restrictions 
are only a part of the obstacles which 
Herr has encountered.

LOST IN 24 FOURS 


Steamer Deptford Goes to 


Bottom Off Scarborough 
With Loss of One Life and 


Small Coasting Vessel Is 
Destroyed in Channel, Her 
Crew Being Saved. 


Torpedoed Off 
Beachy Head, Three of 
Crew Being Killed, and 
Fourth Strikes a Mine Near 
the Same Place. 


French Crew Receives $1000 
Prize for “Sinking German 
Submarine” Near Bou- 
logne—Two Other Under- 
water Craft Missing. 


By Associated Press. 
LONDON, Feb. 25.—The sinking of two 


more British steamers from mines: or 
torpedoes was anpounced today, making 
four English vessels which have been 
lost in the last 2% hours. The steamer 
Deptford was sunk either by a mine 
or torpedo off Scarborough in the North 
Sea at 3 a. m. Wednesday. She went 
to the bottom 2% minutes after being 
struck. The small British coasting 
steamer Western Coast was sunk by @ 
mine or torpedoed in the English Char- 
nel off Beachy Head. The crew was 
landed at Portsmouth today. 

The loss of the steamers Harpalion 


and Rio Parana was reported late yes- } 


terday, the Harpalion having been tor- 
pedoed off Beachy Head and the Rio 
Parana having struck a mine southeast 
of the same place. 

One of Deptford's Sailors Lost, 

One sailor lost his life when the 
Deptford was sent to the bottom. Tha 
15 other members of the crew were 
saved and were landed at South Shields 
early today. 

The engineer of the Deptford says he 
was on duty in the stokehold at the 
time the explosive in the torpedo head 
or in the mine rent the Deptford in 
twain. He says he saw a flash of blue 
flame shoot up from’ the bottom of the 
ship and through her deck. The force 
of the explosion threw him down vio- 
lently and stunned him He managed 
to reach the deck, however, as the 
vessel was heeling and just as the life- 
boat was being launched. It waa the 
carpenter of the Deptford who lost his 
life. 

After hours in an open and leaking 
boat in a snowstorm, which caused them 
to suffer acutely, the men say, they 
signaled a steamer, but no notice was 
taken of their appeal. Later, however, 
they encountered the steamer Fulgens, 
which picked them up and took them 
into South Shields. Some members of 
the crew say they saw the wake of 4 
submarine after the Deptford wes 
struck. 

The Harpalion, from’ London, for 
Newport News, without cargo, was 
struck amidships and three of the crew, 
Chinese, were killed. Two others were 
severely scalded. Forty-one menibers 
of the crew were landed at New Haven 
by a torpedo boat. 

A dispatch to Lioyd’s Agency from 
New Haven says the steamer Rio 
Parana of London, laden with coal 
and bound from the Tyne to port 
Offerajo, Island of Elba, struck a mine 
fiye miles southeast of Beachy Head 
at 3 o'clock Wednesday afternoon. The 
explosion tore a hole in the vessel's 
starboard side and she filled and sank. 
The crew of the Rio Parana were res- 
cued by a torpedo boat and landed at 
New Haven. 

The Deptford was a ship of 12% tonsa, 
230 feet long and % feet beam. She 
was built tn 1912. The Harpalion was 
built in 1910. She registered 67 tons 
KTOSRA,. 

The German blockade has been effect 
for a week, with the result that, so 
far as is known, two Norwegian, one 
French and eight Britigh steamers have 
been sunk with surprisingly small loss 
cf lNfe. Two of these steamers, the 
Belridge and the Dinorah, succeeded ia 
reaching port.

¢ BERLIN, via London, Feb. 25.—The 
town of Przasnysz, Russian Poland, 
-gqutheast of Soldau, Germany, was yes- 
terday taken by storm by German 
forces, according to the official an- 
nouncement given out in Berlin today. 
The Germans captured 10,000 Russian 
prisoners. The statement says: 
“The engagements on the Memel, 
‘Bobr and Narew rivers continue. The 
town of Przasnysz, in Russian Poland, 
which had been extensively fortified, 
Was stormed yesterday by the East 
Prussian reserves. After a stubborn 
fight we were victorious, capturing 
more than 10,000 prisoners, over 2 can- 
non, p large number of machine guns 
and @ very large amount of war ma- 
terial. 

“In other engagements fought north 
of the river Vistula during the past 
few days we have taken 6000 Russian 
prisoners. In Poland, south of the Vis- 
tula, the Russians advanced to Mogily, 
which is southeast of Bolimow, and oc- 
cupied this position. Their forces in 
this movement outnumbered ours five 
to-one. Otherwise there is nothing of 
importance to report in this region. 

“It is characteristic that the com- 
mander of the Fifty-seventh Russian 
Reserve Division, taken prisoner at 
Augustowo, asked German officers 
whether it was true that Antwerp 
was being besieged by the Germans 
and soon would fall.

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DESIRE OF RUSSIA 
FOR ACCESS 10 SeA 


Secretary Grey Tells House 
Peace Terms Will Determine 
What This Will Be. 


LONDON, Feb. 25.—Sir Edward Grey, 
the Foreign Secretary, announced in the 
House of Commons today that Great 
Britain was in entire accord with Rus- 
sia’s desire to have access to the Medi- 


terranean Sea. 

‘With Russia’s desire for aceess to 
the sea England is in entire accord,” 
the Foreign Secretary said, In response 
to a question from Frederick W. Jowett, 


whether England knew of and approved 
the statement of the Russian Foreign 
Minister, M. Sazavoff, in the Duma, 
that ‘‘Russia intended permanently to 
occupy Constantinople.”’ 

The Foreign Secretary responded that 
he was unaware that M. Sazanoff had 
made any such statement, but he added, 
‘the gtatement I have seen was that 
M. Sazanoff had said that the events 
on the Russo-Turkish frontier would 
bring Russia nearer realization of the 
political-economic problem bound up 
with Russia’s access to the sea.”’ 

“With these aspirations,”” he contin- 
ued, “England is in sympathy. What 
form their realization will take vill no 
doubt be settled in the terms of peace.’ 

The announcement of Sir Edward 
(trey marks one of the important devel- 
opments in the European political sit- 
jation since the beginning of the war. 
Russia’s desire for a warm water port 
and an unrestricted outlet from the 
Black Sea has long been one of her 
most cherished national aspirations. 
Speaking in the Duma, Feb. 9, Premier 
Goremykin said: 

“Turkey has marched with our enemy, 
hut her resistance already has been 
shattered by our glorious Caucasian 
troops, and the radiant future of the 
Russians on the Black Sea is beginning 
tu dawn near the walls of Constanti- 
nople.”’

A Coroner’s verdict today held Dr. 
Orlando Gibson of 5147 Vernon avenue 
responsible for the death of Mrs. Ma- 
mie Dedeck, 2 years old, of 2139A 
Oregon avenue, who died Tuesday. 

The verdict was homicide. It said an 
illegal operation was performed on Mrs. 
Dedeck, Feb. 5. Mrs, Dedeck was the 
wife of Paul Dedeck, a shoeworker. 

Mrs. Mary Davidson, mother of Mrs. 
Dedeck, testified that her daughter, ear- 
ly in February, told her she had gone 
to Dr. Gibson for treatment, and he 
told her he was taking ‘‘an awful chance 
of going to the penitentiary,’ but con- 
sented to perform an operation. 

Mrs. Stella Delancey, sister of Mrs. De- 
deck, testified that on Feb. 18, after 
her sister had become seriously Ul, it 
was suggested that a doctor be sent 
for. Mrs. Dedeck said: “Call the same 
doctor. You'll find his card in my 
purse.’’ Mrs. Delaney opened the purse 
and found Dr. Gibson's card. He at- 
tended Mrs. Dedeck until she died. 
Dr. Gibson testified at the inquest. 
He said he had treated Mrs. Dedeck for 
inflammation, but denied he performed 
an illegal operation. 

Dr. Gibson was a candidate for the 
Democratic nomination for Coroner at 
the last primary, and was defeated by 
Dr. Padberg, who later was elected.

IN LETTER FOR 
~ GERMAN VICTORY 


Writing to Fatherland on Con- 
gressional Stationery He Spoke 
of ‘Perfidious England.’ 


LONDON, Feb. %.—The Times says 
that a German woman living at Frank- 
fort-on-Main publishes a letter from 


Congressman Bartholdt, dated “Com- 
mittee on Foreign Affairs, House of 
Representatives of the United States, 
Washington, Jan. 31." The letter reads: 

“Best thanks for your letter. Un- 
fortunately, I have not time to write 
you fully about the situation. German- 
Americans stand like one man by the 
old Fatherland, and I myself have for 
five months been busy day and night 
in getting a hearing for the truth. 

“Yesterday there was a conferefice 
here of representatives of all the Ger- 
man associations, as a result of which 
the whole Germanism of the country 
has been united for the first time in the 
history of the United States. I am 
president of the union and we shall get 
ourselves a hearing. ; 

*‘Hoping for a decisive German victory 
over perfidious England, I am, etc.” 
Bartholdt Confirms London Story of 

His Letter te Germany. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 2%.—Representa- 
tive Bartholdt of St. Louis said today 
that he wrote the letter to Germany 
expressing hope of victory for the Fa- 
therland, referred to in the London 
Timea, 

“The statement, so far as it relates 
to England, is true,"" he sald. “I wrote 
that the Germans of this country are a 
unit for the Fatherland against England, 
Our country is not involved in the war 
and I simply stated what I had found to 
be the sympathies of citizens of Ger- 
man descent whose feelings are against 
England.”’

Says He Will Not “Interfere,” 
but Friends Prepare to Push 
Some of His Bills. 


TO ABANDON OTHERS 


Fire Marshal, Reformatory, In- 
surance and Code Measures 
Are to Be Crowded. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the Post- 
Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 25.—The ad- 
ministration today through its friends 
in the Senate and House decided on 
plans to push through to passage by 
the Legislature the measures recom- 
mended by the Governor in his biennial 
message. 

Although neither the Governor nor his 
legislative leaders would discuss the 
plans, it became known that the meas- 
ures to be pushed are: 

Increase the efficiency of the binding 
twine plant at the penitentiary; build a 
reformatory for youthful offenders at 
Boonville; creation of the office of State 
Fire Marshal; insurance rating Dill; 
code revision bills; bill repealing obso- 
lete and unconstitutional laws. 

Some Bills Abandoned. 

The administration has abandoned its 
efforts to pass the bills creating a 
State purchasing board, creating a State 
industrial commission and the bill to 
purchase a 1000-acre farm in Callaway 
County to employ convicts. 

Opposition to these three measures 
has been so strong that the Governor 
is understood to have told his friends 
that there would be no use in making 
a fight for them. 

The Governor said today that he hoped 
that a majority of the measures recom- 
mended by him would be passed, but 
that he would not personally enter the 
fight. He said that he never had “inter 
fered’’ with legislation and that he 
would not change his position on these 
measures. In other wordsg@he will take 
what the Legislature gives him. 

The Governor indicated in his biennial 
message a desire that the contract labor 
system at the penitentiary be continued 
for a time and gradually be abolished. 
The administration is backing a bill in- 
treduced by Representative Cornelius of 
De Kalb County to renew the contract 
system for six years. 

Caucuses Held on Bill. 

A Democratic caucus was held last 
night to urge this plan and an agree- 
ment of nearly all the Democrats was 
reached to attempt to carry it out. 

At the same time the Republfcans de- 
cided in a caucus to oppose ‘the plan 
unanimously. It is known that several 
Democrats are opposed to continuing the 
system. If they join with the 65 Repub- 
licans there would be a probability that 
the administration would meet defeat. 

The House made the Cornelius bill 
a special order for 2 o'clock this after- 
noon. ‘

BROTHER THINKS 
AGENT FOR W 
FIRM WAS SLAIN 


He Tells Police of Two Arkan- 
sas Women Following Adol- 
phus J. Lang to St. Louis. 


Sigmund J. Lang of 320 Skinker road, 
head of the firm of 8S. J. Lang & Son, 
liquor dealers, today demanded that the 
police make a further investigation in 
the case of his brother, Adolphus J. 
Lang, of 4141 West Pine boulevard, a 
wine agent, who was found shot to 
death yesterday morning at the mouth 
of an alley on Sarah street, between 
Maryland avenue and Lindell boule- 
vard. : 

‘Lang believes his brother was mur- 
dered. He has asked Detective Chiat 
Allender to assign men to aid him in 
collecting evidence to prove this, and 
he says that if the police will not help 
him he will hire detectives. 


The Murder Theory. 
The reasons given by Sigmund Lang 


fer believing his brother was murdered 
are: . 

Adolphus Lang was perous and 
healthy. Though he was 50 years old 
he was athletic and kept himself in 
training by boxing, Swimming, walk- 
ing and playing tennis and handball. 
He was in a cheerful mood when he 
left home Tuesday night and had 
never told his closest friends any- 
thing to show he was tired of life. 

The revolver found with the body 
was of 38 caliber, while revolver 
shells which he kept in his room 
were of 82 caliber. Persons in the 
house where he boarded described 
his revolver as being of blue steel. 
The one found with the body was 
brightly nickel plated. 

Lang was accustomed to wear ex- 
pensive diamond rings and studs, 
which might have formed a motive 
for robbery. One large diamond 
which he sometimes wore has not 
been found, though his effects have 
not been fully examined. Whether 
he wore it on the night of the shoot- 
ing or had disposed of it previously 
has not been ascertained. 

Lang about six months ago met 
two women in Walnut Ridge, Ark., 
and they followed him to St. Louis. 
Recently while he was visiting one 
of these women two men entered the 
house. One said he was the wom- 
an's husband and the other said he 
was her brother. At the points of re- 
volvers they forced Lang to give 
them $400. His brother thinks Lang 
may have been killed in attempt by 
the same men to extort more money 
from him or steal his diamonds.

|Airs of “High Society” 
Amusing, President Says 


In Speech in Interest of Reti: College He De- 
clares World Would Never Miss Class 
Who Have Quit Work. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 2%.—President 
Wilson paid his respects to so-called 
“high society’ in a speech he delivered 
last night at a public meeting held in 
Continental Memorial Hall in the inter- 

est of Berea College, Kentucky. 

“It is very amusing sometimes,’’ said 
President Wilson, “‘to see the airs that 
high society gives itself. The world 
could -dispense with high society and 
never miss it. High society is for those 
who have stopped working and no long- 
er have anything important to do."’ 

Supreme Court Justice Hughes acted 
as presiding officer and was one of the 
speakers in a list which included Dr. 
Hamilton Wright Mabie and Dr. Wil- 
liam Goodell Frost, president of Berea 
College. 

The 
things: 

“The only thing that is worth while in 
human {fntercourse after all is to wake 
eromebody up, provided you wake them 
up to see the light, provided you wake 
them up to see something that is worth 
seeing and to comprehend something 
that their spirits have not hitherto com- 
prehended. 

Pupils Resist Being Taught. 

“There are colleges and colleges. I 
have spent the greater part of my life 
doing what is called teaching, but most 
of the pupils of most of our universities 
systematically resist being taught. 

“TI remember being somewhat comfort- 
‘ed and reassured some years ago, after 
I had taught for 10 or 15 years, by being 
told by a friend of mine at Yale Uni- 
versity who had taught for 20 years; 


President said, among. other 


that he had found the human mind had 
infinite resources for resisting the in- 
troduction of knowledge. 

“But here is a college filled with peo- 
ple hungry to learn. If I had anything 
that I thought was worth their hearing 
I should love to address a body of peo- 
ple hungry to learn. I have never done 
it yet. I have devoted the best ener- 
gies in me to getting their attention. 

Gives People Opportunity. 

Speaking of the work of the college, 
the President declared that its object 
was “to do what America was intend- 
ed to do, to give people who had not 
had it an opportunity and to give it to 
them upon absolutely equal terms, upon 
a basis not of birth. but of merit.” 

“What America has vindicated above 
all things else,’’ said the President, “‘is 
that native ability has nothing to do 
with social origin. 

“Those who can open up the great 
origins of power are those who feed the 
nation; and when one thinks of that 
old stock in storage there in the moun- 
tains for over a hundred years, un- 
tapped, some of the original stuff of 
the nation, waiting to be used, one 
ought to bid Godspeed to those men who 
are going there and using this old capi- 
tal that has not even been put out at 
interest, that has been, as it were, kept 
in a chimney piece until we shall go to 
it and use it and find that the usury 
from it was that same usury of freedom 
and of power and of capacity which 
has been so characteristic of America 
from the first. 

“I do not see how anybody can think 
of Berea and the work it has to do 
without catching fire.’

IROCKEF ROCKEFELLER IN 
DEPOSITION CALLS 
NEW YORK HOME 


Testifies That He Has Not 
Lived in Ohio for Fifteen 
Years. 


NEW YORK, Feb. %.—John D. Rock: 
efeller today testified by deposition at 
his home at Pocantico Hills in an ef- 
fort to avoid paying a personal prop- 
erty tax of $1,150,700 levied on him by 
the Cleveland (V.) tax authorities. He 


testified that he was not a resident of 
the State of Ohio, had not been for the 
last 15 years, and that consequently he 
could not be taxed in that State. 

He was examined by Virgil P. Fine 
and E. A, Clevenger, both of Cleveland, 
his personal attorneys. Ohlo was repre 
sented at the examination by Cyrus Lo 
cher, prosecutor of Cuyahoga County, 
and F. W. Green, his assistant. 

The examination occupied but a few 
minutes. Rockefeller testified that he 
moved to New York from Clevelan¢ 
in 188% and established his domicile 
here. : 

Citizen of New York, 

He said he was now a citizen of New 
York and had regularly been assesse¢ 
by the proper authorities in this State 
and had paid his taxes regularly. At nc 
time in the last 15 years, he. asserted 
had he had his place of abode in the 
State of Ohio. He said he had not voted 
there during this time. 

Rockefeller said that on June 24, 1918 
he went to his summer home at Fores 
Hill, East Cleveland, which he-occupiec © 
usually from June to October, He in ; 
tended, he said, to return to New York 
as was his custom, the following Oct& 
ber. Rockefeller said he ordered trans 
portation ‘for himself and his family ai 
that time but that by reason of the ill: 
ness of Mrs. Rockefeller and her sig | 
ter, Miss Spellman, he had to counter | 
mand the order. He was forced to re 
main in Cleveland until the first Mom | 
day in February, 1914.

Legs His Machine Broke— 
$5000 Verdict Awarded. 


dey E. Clement, 21 years old, who 
lives with his wealthy grandfather, A. 
M. Meints, a retired real estate dealer, 
at 44 North Ninth street, East St. 
Louis, filed a petition in bankruptcy 
yesterday in the Federal Court in Dan- 


ville. 

‘This action is regarded as Clement's 
latest move in his legal combat with 
John Ww. Springer, also of East St. 
Louis, who obtained a judgment for 
$6000 against him last fall, for personal 
injuries. Clement, while driving an au- 
tomobile on a downtown street in Octo- 
ber, 1918, ran Springer down and broke 
both his legs. 

Failing to collect judgment, Springer 
began .a month ago to try to have 
Clement put in jail. An oid Illinois 
statute provides that a person who has 
a judgment for bodily injuries, and who 
cannot collect, can have the defendant 
put in jail, if he, the injured person, 
will pay board for him at the rate of 
§0 cents a day. 

Springer obtained a capias from the 
gounty court at Belleville for the young 
Man’s imprisonment, and tendered the 
@ounty $3.50, for his first week’s board. 
But Clement's lawyer obta'ned a writ 
on which the imprisonment was stayed, 
and matters were in this suspended 
state when Clement wee into bank- 
ruptcy. 

In his bankruptcy iiian Clement 
fixes his Mabflities at $7279, incliding the 
$5000 judgment in Springer's favor. The 
only asset he lists is a lot in the Sophie 
Park addition of East St. Louis. As 
Springer is principal creditor, he will 
thus have a claim on a part of the lot, 
or of the procceds of its sale. 

There was a difference of opinion 
among those famillar with the case, 
whether the bankruptcy proceeding 
would effectively check Springer’s move 
to send Clement to jail. The fact that 
Clement was less than 20 years old at 
the time of the accident may figure in 
the matter, it was sald.

Holt, 
attorney for Frederick Newten Judson 
of St. Louis, an executor and trustee 
of the estate of Joseph Pulitzer, whom 
Arthur C. Train, as guardian ad litem 
for Ralph Pulitzer Jr. and Seward 
Webb Pulitzer, grandchildren of the de- 
cedent, is trying to oust, filed with Sur- 
rogate Cohalan yesterday an extended 
brief in support of his client. 

Mr. Train holds that Mr. Judson 
should be relieved of his duties nunc pro 
tunc as of Dec. 4, 1911, because, instead 
of accepting $50,000 bequeathed in the 
will in lieu of commissions, he demands 
commissions of $182,482.15, including $32,- 
4384.16 already paid to him.

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ALIMONY ABOVE 
33000. SUBJECT 
T0 INGOME TAX 


One of Several Novel Points 
Made Clear; Returns Must Be 
In Not Later Than Monday. 


Inquiries at the Internal Revenue Col- 
lector’s office, today, disclosed three 
novel points about the income tax law, 
the returns for which must be filed at 
that office not later than next Mon- 
day. 

A §8t. Louts couple. each of whom 
has an income exceeding $3000 a year, 
learned the income tax law placed a 
slight penalty upon married couples liv- 
ing together. They were allowed an 
exemption of $4000, whereas they were 
told that if they were living apart each 
would be entitled to $300 exemption, or 
a total of $6000. Thus the law compels 
such a couple to pay an income tax on 
$2000 that they would not have to pay 
if living apart. 

Alimony an Income, 
Alimony, it was learned by some St. 
Louisans, who are paying their former 
wives $3000 or more annually, is re 
garded as a fixed and determinable in- 
come. Where tlie alimony is as much 
as $2000 a vear, the person paying it 
(usually the husband) is required by law. 


to withhold 1 per cent of it, and notify 


the Government he is ready to pay the 
The Government collects 1 per 
cent of the alimony in excess of $3000, 
and if the alimony is only $3000, the 
person receiving it must file an exemp- 
tion claim to collect the $30 withheld 
by the alimony payes 

Married couples whose combined in- 
comes exceed $20,000 a year have found 
a way to save a little money from the 
revenue collector. A man’s income in 
excess of $20,000, and when not more 
than $50,000, is subject to a supertax 
of one per cent. But, for instance, if 
a couple have an income of $30,009, the 
wife and husband, by filing separate 
returns for $15,000 each, avoid the su- 
pertax and thus save $100. 

There is less confusion in the collec 
tor’s offices this year, due to the fact 
that the clerks are more famillar wit 
the provisions of the income tax law 
than they were a year ago, when the 
income tax was collected for the first 
time. More income tax returns are be- 
ing filed this year from the source.

: If our Government shall succeed in obtaining 
an agreement among belligerents to permit the 
shipment of foodstuffs to the noncombatant pop- 
ulations of all belligerents, under satisfactory reg- 
wations, it will score a great gain for humanity 
and for freer commerce on the seas, not only in 


ing food for civilians noncontraband would abate 
the present serious crisis and settle a perpetually 
vexing war question. : 

There would be credit in world opinion for bel- 
ligerent nations which conceded advantage in this 
proposal. The advantage would rest with Ger- 
many, whose lack of sufficient sea power cuts 
off her open trade with neutrals. England’s con- 
trol of the sea assures an open pathway for nec- 
essaries, however great her losses in shipping 
may be. For this reason, without serious offense 
in England’s practices, the United States cannot 
insist upon, but can only suggest and urge agree- 
ment for the sake of humanity and peace. The 
conditions imposed upon Belgium by the German 
invasion is not a good argument for starving Ger- 
man civilians. There is no glory in mere re- 
taliation upon irresponsible people, nor in war 
won by starving women and children. The prac- 
tices of savagery do not become civilized nations. 

But regardless of the food shipment proposals, 
our Government must stand firm upon our neutral 
rights, and upon international law. We must in- 
sist upon clear rights of trade and upon the safety 
of Americans and American ships against attack 
on the sea. We cannot submit to the sinking of 
American ships and the drowning of American 
citizens outside of waters not under actual block- 
ade. We must oppose to the last consequence the 
mining of shipping routes on the high seas and 
the torpedoing by submarines of neutral ships. 

Much as we are willing to do for peace, amity 
and humanity, we must defend the right and pro- 
tect American lives and American property from 
wanton destruction. We must stand for commer- 
cial freedom. 


MR. BARTHOLDT’S OFFENSE. 
Representative Bartholdt’s pro-German letter, 


published in London, would be of little moment if 
it were not that it was written by a member of 


|} Congress on- congressional stationery. 


As an official of the United States Mr. Bartholdt 
was guilty of gross impropriety in attacking Great 
Britain and outlining plans to help Germany po- 
litically in this country as the head of a league 

crmed for that purpose. The impropriety and 
indelicacy of.the letter is emphasized by the fact 
that Mr. Bartholdt was a member of the Foreign 
Relations Committee. The injunction of neutral- 
ity and impartiality gested with special force upon 
him. His retirement from Congress is in the in- 
terest of American neutrality and peace. 
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THE HARRISON DYNASTY IN CHICAGO. 

As Carter Harrison says that he will not run 
again for the office, pis defeat in Tuesday’s pri- 
mary seems to end an identification with the 
office of Mayor on the part of a single family 
that probably is without a parallel in any other 
large American city. His five elections to the 
office exactly equalled the record of his father. 
Carter II was first chosen Mayor in 1897, four 
years.after the assassination of Carter I, and 
served until 1905. After an interval of six years 
he was again elected Mayor in 1911. 

The nomination of a man named Sweitzer in 
the present year may be significant, but the fea- 
ture of the election that will make the politicians 
most reflective is the part women voters had in 
rolling up the anti-Harrison plurality of nearly 
100,000. Mr. Harrison is an advocate of suffrage. 
He had appointed women to important city posi- 
tions. His wife, after a married life of a quarter 
of a century, went on the stump to testify enthusi- 


jastically to his merits—certainly an impressive 


as well as unique tribute. And still he got hardly 
a third of the votes of the women and would have 
been defeated if no men had gone to the polls: 
The plurality of masculine votes against him was 
50,092. The women swelled it by 32,519 votes. 

“A wide-open Chicago” was the ancient Harri- 
son family tradition. The fact that Carter II 
departed from it to some extent during his pres- 
ent term helps to explain the result. But was 
that why so many women opposed him? At any 
rate, a total feminine vote of 164,059 in both the 
Democratic and Republican primaries is evidence 
that feminine interest {n politics does not decline 
after women are given the vote. 
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CONCERNING THE ‘‘OPEN DOOR.’’ 
From Theodore Roosevelt's, article in the Metro-

politan: 

Japan is as advanced and civilized a power 
as the United States or any power in Europe. 
She has as much to teach us as we have to 
teach her. There is no nation in the world 
with which it is more important that the 
tnited States should be on termes of cordial 
friendship and absolutely equal mutuality of 
respect. 

The interest of Japan is overwhelmingly 
Asiatic, that of the United States overwhelm- 
ingly American. Relatively to each other, 
one is dominant in Asia, the other in North 
America, Neither has any desire nor any ex- 
cuse for desiring, te acquire territory on the 
other’s continent. 

In Korea the Japanese have restored and 
enforced order, built roads and railroads, car- 
ried out great engineering works, introduced 
modern sanitation and a modern school sys- 
tem, and doubled the commerce and agricul- 
tural output, substantially as the most ad- 
vanced nations of Europe and Amerfta have 
done ufhder like. conditions. It may well be 
that Japan will prove the regeneration of all 
Eastern Asia. 

From Dr. Kiyoshi K. Kawakami, the* “unoffi- 
cial Ambassador of the Japanese people to the 
people of the United States,” in a letter to the 
Post-Dispatch: ‘ 

Japan's activities in China are beginning 
to attract the attention of the Powers. I 
hope the United States will keep hands off. 
Manifestly, Japan has to do one of two things. 
She must elther find an outlet for her surplus 
population or she must become an industrial 
nation and export her manufactures. Hav- 
ing been shut out from the lands of the 
Caucasian races, she must ‘perforce find her 
field of activities in Asta. The United States, 
which is even trying to bar the Japanese im- 
migrant from Mexico, certainly should not 
object to the Japanese program in China. 
Japan is in process of becoming an industrial 

nation, as rapidly as she can finance new factories. 
With cheaper labor, her textile and other fac- 
tories will asguredly make great and rapid gains 
in Asiatic markets, competing with American 


apd Buronean producers. whether Japan does or

| does not acquire sovereignty over large additional 
aréas in Asia. Wherever she does so acquire 

sovereignty, Japan will doubtless admit com peti- 
tive American wares upon terms at least as 
favorable as those the United States fixes for 
admission of Japanese wares into American 
markets. More than that, with all due deference 
to the “open-door” policy, we cannot ask.

A GREAT VICTORY FOR CONSEBVATION. 

A new policy of conservation gains added 
laurels in the Federal Supreme Court decision 
upholding the withdrawal by executive order of 
millions of acres of oil lands in Wyoming and 
California worth an almost irtredible sum. 

Withdrawal on a large scale, first inaugurated 
by Mr. Roosevelt and continued by Mr. Taft, 
greatly shocked some legal minds. It was de- 
nounced as lacking statutory authority. Officers 
entrusted with the disposal of the lands had only 
one duty, and that was to give title to corporate 
magnates at ridiculously low prices as fast as dis- 
covery was made of the value of different descrip- 
tions. Even to follow the caution of a private 
vendor of real estate and delay sale for a better 
price was outrageous. 

But a great area was saved to the uses and ben- 
efit of the whole people, instead of exploiters with 
special facilities for ascertaining values, and the 
Supreme Court says it was perfectly iegal. No 
particularly dangerous precedent is ,set by the 
dictum that “Congress can acquiesce in a long 
continued executive practice” that has no law 
behind it. 

In this case Congress had specifically ac- 
quiesced, though in an act passed after the with- 
drawals had been made. Conservation stil] has 
new victories to win. The water power Dill has 
been held up far too long. 
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WHY NOTHING IS BEING DONE. 

If measures the people want enacted fail at 
Jefferson City this winter the failure can be 
charged to three factors chiefly, towit: a majority 
party lacking a leader, one of the strongest cor- 
poration lobbies ever seen at the State capital and 
the paralyzing effect of the prohibition incubus. 
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HOLDING UP WOMEN’S MAIL. 

Prevention of misuse of the mails for immoral 
purposes is a recognized government duty. But 
censorship and the holding up of personal mail 
on mere syspicion is an unwarranted interference 
with personal liberty. A business woman, in 
a letter t6 the Post-Dispatch; published today, 
voices a protest in behalf of her sex that is based 
upon sound principles. 

Without actually opening and reading letters, 
it is impossible for the postoffice authorities to 
decide whether a communication is improper or 
merely frivolous; whether it is a business letter, 
or even of pressing family importance to the in- 
tended recipient. If the censorship is confined to 
women, it is manifestly another of those imperti- 
nences to the other sex of which many male 
would-be reformers are guilty. And, in order to 
prevent some possible injury to foolish girls, all 
women who wish to or must use the General 
Delivery are subjected to a humiliating ordeal and 
treated as if they were juvenile Government 
wards. 

The General Delivery {fs for everybody except 
criminals. Unwarranted: restriction of its use 
is a dangerous precedent that may lead to other 
tyrannous practices. It is one of those invasions 
of personal rights that a democratic people cannot 
tolerate. 
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WHISTLING VERSUS BAD LUCK. 

Of a St. Louis man who committed suicide in 
the late afternoon, Tuesday, we read that on the 
morning of the same day “he left home as usual, 
bound forethe office, apparently in good spirits 
and whistled with seeming gayety as he went out 
of the house.”’ 

He was “down 
on his luck.” In a note found afterward bad luck 
was the principak reason he gave for his act. 
“Bad luck” is a woeful thing, a cruel pursuer, but 
we can’t help remarking that if the®man had 
kept on whistling he could have got away from 
it Bad luck won’t follow a good whistier for- 
ever.

Prosecutor Had Entered Nolle 
Prosequi in Charges Against 
Negro Duellists. 


ONE WOUNDED IN FIGHT 


No Use to Go to Trial When No 
One Will Prosecute, 
Attorney Says. 


When City Attorney Garesche entered 
City Court No. 2 today, to enter orders 
of nolle prosequi in the cases of two 
negroes who fought a revolver duel in 
which one was wounded, Judge Sanders 
declared from the bench: 

“The only time the_ City Attorney 
comes into this court is when he wishes 
tc nolle pros a case.”’ 

Garesche disputed this statement and 
said he had prosecuted cases in Judge 
Sanders’ court before it moved from 
Jefferson avenue and Dayton street to 
its present location in the Municipal 
Courts Building. Judge Sanders said 
he could not remember anything of the 
sort, though he did remember that the 
City Attorney had appeared in his court 
on “nolle pros” errands. 

Judge Sanders said the negroes’ case 
should be tried, as it was a case in 
which a man had been wounded. He 
asked the policemen in the case, Saxy 
and O’Meara, for verification of this 
fact, and one of them said that one of 
the. negroes had been wounded and sent 
to the city hospital, but that only a 
flesh wound was inflicted. 

No Use to Try Case. 

Garesche insisted on his legal right 
to enter a nolle prosequi in the case, 
and Judge Sanders then ordered that it 
be entered on the court record, with 
the notation “recommended by the City 
Attorney.”’ Garesche said this was sat- 
isfactory to him. , 

When a Post-Dispatch reporter asked 
Garesche his reason for insisting on a 
dismissal of the case, he replied: “All 
I have to say to you is that when two 
men have an argument and refuse aft- 
erward tc prosecute each other, it is 
useless to go to trial." He did not make 
pthe direct statement that the negroes 
had refused to prosecute. The negroes 
were represented hy the same lawyer, 
E. Porter Peerm 

When the reporter asked the two po- 
licemen about the case, Peers ordered 
them not to talk, and one of them 
thereupon refused to say anything 
about the case, while the other referred 
the reporter to the police report on the 
affair. 

Warrant Was Refused, 

The negro duelists were James Riler 
and Ernest Mason, janitors in the 
neighborhood of Cates and Hamilton 
vvenues. They fought while returning 
from a dance early Sunday, and each 
fired at the other, Riley being wounder, 
in the left thigh. A warrant charging 
Mason with assault to kill was sought. 
but was refused, and the cases were 
then sent to police court. 

This is the third recent case in which 
Garesche’s irisistence on a dismissal of 
charges has attracted attention. The 
first was an automobile case against 
Robert L. McLaran, which Garesche 
dismissed by sending an assistant to 
Judge Hogan's court. Hogan ruled at 
that time that In future Garesché must 
appear in court himself to attend to 
such matters. o 
The second case was that against 
John B. Owen, water rate collector an‘ 
prominent Republican politician, and 
George Stoll, a Water Department clerk. 
They fought tn a city hall corridor an 
were arrested on cross charges. Gar- 
esche’s action in dismissing both cases 
was a surprise to Stoll. 

Judge Sanders said after court 
that Garesche once visited his court 
and entered a “nolle pros” in a speed- 
ing case, which was one of a number 
of cases, and that he told Garesche 
it was not proper to do this, and that 
it laid the court open to the charge 
of partiality. He had this talk with 
Gareésche in his office, he said, as he 
did not wish to rebuke him in court. 
He said Garesche seemed, at that 
_— to agree with him.

IN AN AMBULANCE 


Motor Car Used for Quick Trip 
Behind Lines to Visit a 
City’s Shops. 


Correspondence of the Associated Press. 
LONDON, Feb. 9.~—A letter received by 


an English family from a daughter serv- 
ing as a Red Cross nurse in Flanders 


gives a thrilling glimpse of a girl’s life 
on the Nieuport-Dixmude line. 

“We had a lively day of shelling on 
Monday,” she writes. “At about 10:30, 
whiz—bang! just outside our house, and 
all our glass came shattering down. 
Whiz—bang! another, and another, and 
- yet another. Just then the Belgian doc- 
tor came in and tuld us we had better 
£0 into the cellar. We went down into 
the cold, damp cellar and stood about 
on bits of wood and coal, and listened 
to the continued whiz, bang and crash 
of big shells. The noise was pretty 
near deafening, and they must have 
plumped in about 100. Out of all that 
lot luckily we unly got two wounded 
men—a priest, wounded by a flying bit 
in the face, and a soldier. It was ex- 
tremely lucky that on that day the 
trenches opposite our- house were not 
occupied or there would have been many 
killed and wounded.” 

Continuing her letter on the following 
day, the writer says: ‘“‘The big cannon- 
ade is still going on. There must be a 
tremendous battle. I am hoping they 
are gaining ground, and that we shall 
s00n move on down the road. I should 
just love to move forward into Brus- 
sels. The weather has been truly awful 
lately, nothing but rain. I live in knee- 
high rubber boots and my oilskins. I ain 
sure I will never be able to get back tc 
hobble skirts and ‘fashionable sides,’ as 
our American nurse says. 

“We are thinking of going to Furnes 
for the afternoon, just for a joy ride. 
We have been hard at it for nearly a 
fortnight without a break, so we think 
of going in. You have’ no idea what a 
pleasure a trundle into Furnes is, when 
you have not done a thing but remain 
in two smelly, dingy posts, day in and 
day out. I will tell you what the pleas- 
ure consisted of: Getting into a motor 
ambulance that has seen its West days 
and trundling over broken, holey roads 
that nearly jolt one’s insides out; prob- 
ably at least once, and perhaps more. 
sticking in the deep mud, and all havinyz 
to get out and push and shove to get 
the car out, and eventually arriving at 
Furnes affd having a mad ‘rush round 
the shops and grabbing all stores we 
ean find, but it all seems so new and in- 
teresting, after being in a desolate town 

‘Then a mad rush back again, over the 
same bumpy, holey road and home to 
our tumbled-down cottage. Yet you 
have no idea what a great treat it seems 
to us.” 


-GERMAN-AMERICANS TO LOAN 
KAISER $50,000,000, IS RUMOR 


Discussion of Plan Partly Respon- 
sible for Sharp Rally in Exchange 
on Berlin. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 25.—Rumors of 
active negotiations between the Ger- 
man Government and leading German- 
Americans in this country, particularly 
in St. Louis, Milwaukee and Cincin- 
nati, for flotation of a priavte loan, 
about $70,900,000 approximately, were 
partly responsible for a sharp rally in 
exchange on Berlin yesterday after 
Reichsmarks cables had declined to 82%, 
_ & new low record. 

The Wall street reports as to thé loan 
were vague and prominent German 
bankers denied knowledge of the at- 
tempt to establish a credit in this coun- 
try of the proportion suggested. They 
admit it was possible some wealthy 
brewers might be willing to make pri- 
vate advances to the German Govern- 
ment. 

Meantime exchange on Berlin, even at 
the closing quotations of last night, is 
completely demoralized. The final price 
of cables was 83, and there was little 
inquiry at that level. 

Comparative strength of guilders is 
still atributed to the steady selling by 
Germany of American securities, though 
the extent of this liquidation is un- 
doubtedly exaggerated by the bear oper- 
ators who have been attacking stocks 
recently.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 2%.—President 
Wilson sent a letter today to Senator 
Kern and Representative Underwood, 
favoring passage of the resolution, pend.

ferson. It follows: 

“ft am told that there is a resolution 
now pending before both houses of Con- 
gtess for the purchase of Monticello, 
the home of Jefferson, and that back 
of it Hes a very strong sentiment in 
both houses. Certainly, my own inter- 
est in it is very deep and very sigcere. 
I most earnestly hope that there will 
be some interval in the business of 
Congress which can be used for the 
passage of this interesting piece of leg- 
islation, which I think will meet the 
approval of the whole nation.”

Reports of a renewed bombardment of 
the wardanelles forts by the _ allied 
fleets, with the intention of opening a 
way for wheat shipments from Russia, 
caused irregularity in the local grain 
market today.
